Otenasek  acted  as  Judges. 

Rogers  And  Mackey  Undefeated 
Tliere  were  no  official  standings 
published  for  the  approximately 
forty  participating  schools;  how- 
ever. each  individual  team  was  in- 
formed of  the  judge's  decision  and 
was  given  a critique  by  the  judge. 
Tne  Loyola  Affirmative  Team  "A' 
was  one  of  several  undefeated 
teams  in  the  tournament. 

On  December  3.  Loyola  was  the 
guest  of  Trinity  College,  Washing- 
ton, fur  an  Intercollegiate  debate. 
Thls  was  one  of  the  scheduled  de- 
bates of  the  James  Cardinal  Gib- 
bons Debate  League.  The  Loyola 
negative  team  of  Daniel  Mackey 
and  Bruce  Alderman  was  declared 
the  victor. 

Loyola  played  host  to  the  de- 
baters from  Catholic  University  on 
December  10  at  Evergreen,  Loyola 
defended  the  affirmative  In  this  lea- 
gue debate. 


Theatre-ln-Round  Production 
Here  Tonite  & Tomorrow  Nite 


After  many  weeks  of  preparation, 
"the  drama  with  a heart  in  it" 
comes  to  life  tonight  and  tomorrow 
night  At  Cohn  Auditorium  starting 
at  8:30  P-  M,  The  Masque  and 
Rapior  Society,  uuder  the  direction 
of  Mr.  John  R.  Toland,  hopes  to  at- 
tract not  only  a largo  number  of 
students,  but  also  many  outsiders, 
with  the  Theatre-in-the-Round  pro- 
duction of  "The  Hasty  Heart."  a 
three  act  comedy-drama  by  John 
Patrick. 

Rrimdwny  Play  .-\nd  Movie 
While  enjoying  a successful  run 
on  Broadway  In  1945.  the  play  re- 
ceived many  plaudits  from  both 
audience  and  critics,  the  latter  of 
whom  described  it  as  "fluo  and 
funny.’’  and  also  "tense  and  tender." 
Not  long  after  its  production  on  the 
stage,  Hollywood,  realizing  its 
merits  at  art  and  entertainment,  re- 
produced it  on  film  and  made  a 
movie  which  was  unusually  repre- 
sentative of  the  stage  play  and 
equally  as  appealing. 

The  story,  which  is  basically  "boy 
meets  girl."  revolves  around  a 
wounded  Scotch  soldier  whose  last 
few  weeks  of  life  are  spent  in  a 
convalescent  ward  of  a hospital  in 
the  Orient  during  the  closing  days 
of  World  War  II.  Here,  his  previous 
outlook  on  life  is  changed  by  his  fel- 
low patients'  attitude  toward  him 
and,  ultimately,  by  his  attitude  to- 
ward them.  His  extreme  inde- 
pendence of  spirit  nearly  wrecks 
the  good  Intentions  of  those  who 
want  to  make  him  happy,  but  at 
last,  particularly  after  he  falls  in 
love  with  his  nurse,  lie  redeems 
himself  by  learning  the  great  lesson 
of  love  for  his  nolgUhor. 


In  addition  to  a line  play,  the 
Masque  and  Rapier  Society  also  of- 
fers a new  feature  in  staging,  as 
far  ns  the  College’s  productions  are 
concerned.  For  the  first  time  in  the 
Society’s  history,  audiences  will  be 
Introduced  to  a theatre-ln-the-round 
presentation.  Although  not  new  to 
all  of  Baltimore's  theatre-going 
populace,  it  will  bo  a unique  fea- 
ture on  the  campus.  While  It  Is  not 
hoped  that  the  intimacy  which  this 
staging  creates  will  result  in  audi- 
ence participation,  it  Is  the  deslro 
of  the  Society  to  stimulate  addition- 
al interest  In  the  theatre  by  this  ex- 
periment. 

Irtjinbardi  To  I’liiy  Lead 
The  cast,  which  includes  only 
nine,  lists  Jim  Lombardi,  a fresh- 
man. In  the  lead  role  of  Lacchl.  tUo 
Scotchman.  Although  a newcomer 
to  Loyola,  Jim  promises  to  handle 
the  rols  very  well.  Featured  in  the 
supporting  roles  are  Miss  Rosemary 
Mahoney  of  the  Night  School  and 
Vera  Stcedman,  a member  of  last 
year’s  drama  force.  Also  included 
in  the  cast  are  the  veteran  perform- 
ers. Kent  Waters,  Dick  Otenasek, 
John  Kuhn.  Mark  Fuqua,  John 
Kenny  and  Jim  Qulmper. 

Tickets  for  the  show  are  priced 
at  11.00  and  can  be  purchased  at 
the  door  of  Cohn  Hall.  As  a result 
of  the  area  of  acting  being  In  the 
middle  of  the  auditorium,  some 
seats  will  actually  lie  available  on 
the  permanent  elevated  stage, 
which  will  serve  as  an  open  balcony 
for  the  performance.  The  Society 
looks  forward  to  a ropresontntivo 
student  turn-out  tonite  and  tumor- 
I row  night  to  encourage  a similar 
I production  lu  the  spring.

S.  J..  President  of  Loyola  College 
from  1947  till  1950.  died  on  Thurs- 
day, December  3,  In  Washington. 
D.  C , at  the  age  of  C4, 

Father  Talbot,  who  was  the 
twentieth  President  of  Loyola  Col- 
lege, was  born  In  Philadelphia.  He 
entered  the  Society  of  Jesus  in  19oC, 
after  having  received  his  early  edu- 
cation at  St.  Joseph’s  Prep.aratory 
School  and  St.  Joseph’s  College  in 
Philadelphia.  He  followed  the 
courses  in  literature  and  the  hu- 
manities at  St.  Andrew-on-Hudson 
at  Poughkeepsie,  New  York,  and 
completed  his  philosophical  and 
theological  studies  at  Woodstock 
College.  Maryland.  He  was  ordained 
to  the  Priesthood  on  June  29,  1921. 

Editor  of  “America" 

For  five  years  Father  T.slbot  was 
an  Instructor  in  literature  at  Loyola 
School  In  New  Y'ork  and  Boston 
College,  Mass.  He  turned  to  edi- 
torial duties  In  1923  when  he  was 
appointed  Literary  Editor  of 
I .Imerica.  In  1935.  he  became  Edltor- 
I in-ChIcf  of  America  and.  at  the  same 
I time,  he  assumed  the  editorship  of 
The  Catholic  J/ind  and  of  Thought, 
a quarterly  published  by  Fordhnro 
University. 

During  the  many  years  he  spent 
in  New  York  on  the  editorial  staff 
of  America,  Father  Talbot  was  In- 
strumental In  the  organization  of 


Rev.  Francis  X.  Talbot,  S.  J. 
many  cultural  movements.  In  1928, 
he  founded  the  Catholic  Book  Club, 
and  shortly  after,  the  Spiritual 
Book  Associates  and  Pro  Parvulls, 
a book-of-the-monlh  club  for  chil- 
dren. During  the  same  period  ho 
was  one  of  the  founders  of  the 
Catholic  Poetry  Society  of  America, 
the  Catholic  Theatre  Conference, 
the  Catholic  Library  Assoclntion, 
and  the  Gallery  of  Living  Catholic 
Authors. 

Father  Talbot  was  the  author  of 
Soint  Among  Savages,  Saint  Among 
the  Hurons,  Shining  in  Darkness, 
Jesuit  Education  in  Philadelphia, 
and  Richard  Henry  Tierney,  K.J. 
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Have  y.in  sta-ii  Siiiifa  “riinvs”  .MiiclOlro.v’s  <-ii-
